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The fact of being the sole judge before 
twelve hundred works of painting and 
sculpture, that were unknown to me, was 
a hard, but fascinating experience. It was 
up to me in the end to put together a 
good exhibition, an ensemble that would 
express artistic quality. 

Setting for myself the approximate 
number of 150, | had to eliminate the first 
day some 800 works, made with the same 
love as the others—a terrible responsi- 
bility when one is alone. | chose a total of 
70 works that day without hesitation. The 
difficulty was on the second day, of say- 
ing yes and no among the 300 remaining 
works. How?... Aesthetic criteria? Cri- 
teria of trends? ... when it became more 
difficult, then | exercised the choice of the 
collector who had devoted his life to art 
... always keeping the goal that there be 
a good total exhibition in the end. And 
you may judge my choice. 

As for the prizes, that was much easier. 
Having to choose among works chosen 
by me, then it was no longer a matter of 
anything but my axioms and my tastes. 

My thanks to those who have paid me 
the honor of inviting me and of placing 
their confidence in me; my thanks to the 
extraordinary team at the Art Institute 
who so nicely and efficiently aided me; 
my thanks to all the artists who gave me 
the marvelously exhilarating moments 
that only good art can give.
